Battle for Romulus pits 
Oakley against Folmar 


Who will lead Romulus for the next 
two years — Mayor William M. Oakley 
or Leonard J. Folmar? 

That question will be answered by 
approximately 25 percent of the voters 
who are expected to cast their ballots on 
several pertinent city and county-wide 
issues Tues. . Nov. 3 in the General Elec- 
tion 

The voters will choose between the in- 
cumbent, Oakley, and Folmar, a veter- 
an of 12 years as Romulus* city clerk. * 

The electorate will also have to deter- 
mine who will fill the void created by 
Folmar’s departure from the clerk’s 

Huron faces 
3 crucial 
proposals 

Abandoned by the Wayne County 
sl:er r fs patrol, Huron Township vo- 
ters vil! have a crucial derision to make 
on iXiesday . Nov. 3 when about h«Jf of ns 
nearly 10,000 voters are expected to go to 
the polls. 

On the ballot is a proposal that would 
raise local taxes one mill to help finance 
the township police force and turn it into 
a 24-hour agency. 

“I am not in favor of raising taxes,” 
Police Chief Joseph Carney said, 

* ‘however we have to face the realities of 
life. Right now we don’t have a 24-hour 
police force and in these times, I don’t 
have to stress the importance of police 
protection.” 

Huron presently has a five full-time 
police officer force including the chief, 
and also the services of six part-time 
officers who* are called upon “when 
needed, according to Chief Carney. 

The township is asking for one mill, or 
$1 per $1,000 of state equalized valua- 
tion. According to officials, if a house is 
assessed at $50,000, a taxpayer would be 
paying around $25 more per year. 

“We don’t believe that that’s very 
much more when you consider that be- 
tween the hours of 2 a.m. and 8a.rn.we 
don’t have anyone policing our 
township,” Carney said. 

The present police budget is $240,000 
and the new mill, if approved, would 
generate areound $75,000 

Part of the Huron problem was cre- 
ated with the elimination of the Wayne 
County road patrol, however, Huron at 
one time did have a full-time force. But 
lack of funds curtailed deploying scout 
cars and officers. 

Voters will have four proposals : 

PROPOSAL A — Police Millage: 
Shall the total tax rate limitation that 
may be imposed for all purposes upon 
property in the township of Huron be 
increased by one mill. $1 per each $1,000 
of state equalized valuation of all prop- 
erty within the township for a period of 
five years, the years 1981 to 1985 both 
inclusive to provide funds for Huron 
Township to operate the police depart- 
ment on a 24-hour basis. 

PROPOSAL B — Shall the township of 
Huron incorporate as a charter 
township which shall be a municipal cor- 
poration subject to the provision of Act 
No. 359 of Public Act of 1947 as amended 



office — Linda R. Choate or Raymond 
Cantrell, and there will also be seven of 
14 hopeful city council candidates whom 
must pass voter scruntity. 

Seeking re-election to council are 
Mary Ann Banks. Fred (Junior) Block, 
Jimmie Raspberry, Richard A. Yera- 
mian,. Although councilman Edward 
Rush earlier in the campaign 
announced that he had withdrawn, his 
name will appear on the ballot and must 
still be considered a contender. 

The challengers include: Barry 
Baumann, Noah P. Bergeron Jr., 
Lnng Coleman, Brooker R. Edwards, 


Ray Elwart, Alan R Lambers, John B. 
Lewkowicz, Terry L Troutt and Jack H 
Trumble. (There is a complete biog- 
raphical sketch of each council candi- 
date on Page 3). 

Beverly McAnnally, who has served 
as the city treasurer for the past two 
years will retain the title as she is un- 
opposed this year. 

Oakley, 51, is seeking his third con- 
secutive term as mayor. Prior to that he 
served on the Romulus School Board 
and then was elected to serve on the city 
council from 1970, when Romulus was 
incorporated into a city, until 1977 He 



was elected to the charter commission 
which drafted the charter that has 
guided Romulus since it became a city. 

Oakley defeated the two former 
mayors when he won a close race in 1977, 
then won re-election by a substantial 
margin in 1979. He and his wife, Mary, 
reside at 9875 Tobine and are the parents 
of four children. 

He was owner and operator of his own 
company — Bilmar Builders — prior 
to running for mayor. He campaigned 
on the premise that his business acumen 
would help the city financially and on 
the promise that he would stop the poli- 
tical bickering that had plagued the city 
for years 

He is a member in good standing with 
Romulus Rotary International, where 
he has served as vice-president and has 
had a perfect attendance record for the 
past 17 years. He and his family attend 
Community United Methodist Church. 

Oakley feels he has accomplished his 
goals for the mo** part and is running on 
\\ls record o? four years ir office His 
critics say he is very personable with a 
nice smile but fails to communicate with 
people like he should. 

Folmar is running for mayor after 
serving 11 years in the city clerk’s 
office, the only clerk Romulus has ever 
had. He and his wife, Celeste, reside at 
35856 Vypress and have two sons, Win- 
ston Todd and Marcus Bradley. 

Folifiar, 39, graduated from Romulus

High School in 1959 and attended Ferris 
State College in Big Rapids from 1959- 
1963. He graduated with a business 
administration degree. In 1963 he en- 
tered the Naval Reserve and served six 
months active duty before returning 
home. Two years later, he entered the 
Army and served in the quartermaster 
corps before being stationed in Weis- 
baden, Germany with the 8th Army pa- 
ratrooper division. 

Upon returning home, he served as 
assistant director of urban renewal for 
Romulus Township from 1968 to 1970. He 
has been elected to the city clerk s posi- 
tion five consecutive 2-year terms. 

Folmar is highly-regarded amo^, J Ita . 
peers ir* the Wavne Coimty ^iriicipot he a 
ai.d Township Clerks Association • ^ 
(WCMTCA). having been elected vice- . 4 
chairman and chairman of the group 

He feels he has done a good job as city 
clerk and believes he will do a good job 
in being responsive to the people’s needs 
if he is elected Mayor. However, Folmar 
has been criticized for his controversial 
day-to-day operation of the city clerk’s 
office.

mittee deems valid, thereafter one-half 
mill a year to be levied for the purpose of 
operation and maintenance of the com- 
munity center. 

To each question, Huron voters are 
asked to answer “Yes,’ or “No”. 

The other question local voters will 
face is that of adopting the newly 
drafted Wayne County Charter which 
has provisions for an elected executive 
official Polls will open at 7 a.m. 


On the wake of school closings in Alpe- 
na and the threat of Taylor schools to 
shut down after millage defeats. Romu- 
lus Community School District are going 
to the voters for approval of a unique 
bond issue to save the school district. 

The voters will be asked on Tues.. 
Nov. 3, to approve the sale of bonds to 
keep the schools open. The school dis- 
trict is mired in $3 million in debts, and 
Superintendent William Bedell has re- 
ceived the Board of Education's 
approval to place the crucial bond prop- 
osal on the ballot. 

That proposal will read: 

“Shall Romulus Community c chool 
District borrow the principal sum of not 
to exceed $3,000,000 and issue its unli- 
mited tax bonds or notes therefor for the 
purpose of funding the school district’s 
operating deficit?” 

If the school district doesn't receive 
voter approval, it will close school doors 
effective January 4. 1982. The school 
board has informed all of its employees 
via registered mail of its intentions. 

“1 feel that people in this community 
realize and will carry out their obliga- 


tiins to the children of this community,” 
Supt. Bedell said. “Our children are our 
future and we can’t deny them an educa- 
tion. 

“Therefore, I am urging all of our 
citizens to support their schools and 
their children That’s about what it com- 
es down to,” Supt. Bedell said. 

The state board of education has 
warned “that it will not bailout any of 
the schools with financial problems.” 

Supt Bedell has pointed out that the 
school district would have to levy about 
10 mills in new taxes to pay off its $3 
million deficit immediately without a 
bond sale. 

And, it could be unconstitutional to in- 
crease the school tax by that much im- 
mediately, so we have decided to 
approve a tax of 2 mills in the first year, 
and decreasing amounts in succeeding 
years to pay off the bonds, which we feel 
is the best way to go,” Bedell said 

According to school officials, schools 
have been permitted to sell bonds 
through a not-too-publicized law 
enacted in the early 1970’s to bail out the 
then Detroit Public School System. 


Who’ll be next city clerk? 

Choate and Cantrell clash

Who will be the new City Clerk in 
Romulus? 

In the race for City Clerk on next Tues- 
day's ballot. Deputy Clerk Linda Choate 
is being challenged by Raymond Can- 
trell. the city purchasing director 
Mrs. Choate and Cantrell finished 1-2 
in the primary race with 815 votes and 
660 votes, respectively. Finishing third 
with 538 votes was Robert Plank 
Cantrell got a boost in his campaign 
this week when Plank publicly endorsed 
him as the best candidate for the clerk s 
position. “I feel that Ray Cantrell will 
work the hardest and be most effective 


in providing service to the citizens of 
Romulus,” Plank said 
Mrs. Choate. 41, believes her eight 
years experience in the city clerk s 
office gives her the qualifications to do 
the job in the most effective way. 

“1 have worked in the city clerk s 
office since 1973 and have trained for the 
clerk s position for four years.” she 
said “I have completed the require- 
ments of a certified Municipal Clerk at 
Syracuse University. 

“I am very concerned about the effi- 
cient operation of the clerk's office and 
in helping the public we serve Many of 


our procedures are among the most up- 
to-date and we are asked for advice 
from many neighboring communities,” 
she said 

Cantrell, 32, has been purchasing 
director for the City of Romulus six 
years and feels he has the ability to be an 
outstanding city clerk. 

“The City Clerk’s office in my judg- 
ment is the most important elective 
position within the City of Romulus. " he 
said The responsibilities of the clerk s 
office is the backbone of the city, and 
most vital for an efficient government .”

MART ANN BANKS 


Mftyor Pro-Tern Mary Ann Banks is . 
seeking her third term on the Romulus 
City Council ‘ because I care deeply ab- 
out our city , the citizens and the fucntion 
of our government.” 

Mrs. Banks. 49. has always been a 
popular yote-getter and led the council 
candidates in the September primary. 
■She feels that the two main issues facing 
- Romulus are keeping an environmental- 
ly clean city and promoting good busi- 
ness and industry. 

"I have in the past, and will continue 
. to do whatever is possible to keep Romu- 
lus an environmentally clean city,” she 
said. “I wholeheartedly support the 
Downtown Revitalization Program and 
will work to promote a clean, healthy 
business climate in all areas of the city. 
Also, 1 will encourage industry to locate 
here, thus creating much needed jobs.” 

A lifetime resident of Romulus, she 
came up through Romulus Schools and 
graduated fromRomulus High School.' 

. She 3)so attended night classes at Henry 
Ford; Community College and is em- 
. ployed as a secretary at Hale Creek 
Elementary School. 

She and her husband, Robert, have 
three grown children and reside on 
Mario Ann Court. 

Mrs. Banks presently serves on the 
Cable TV Committee that has done re- 
search and study into bringing cable 
television into Romulus. She is also a 
member of the Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety, an associate member of the Romu- 
lus Chamber of Commerce, a member 
of St. Aloysius Church and a member of 
AFSCME Union, Local 64. 

She feels her two terms on council as 
well as being active in other community 
projects gives her the qualifications to 
do a good job. 

“The experience of four years on the 
council has helped me gain insight in 
many areas of government,” she said. 
“Having background knowledge is use- 
ful in helping citizens with problems or 
concerns. 

“When called upon by a citizen, I have 
always sought to resolve any problem or 
concern,” she said. 

She is endorsed by AFSCME Local 64 . 


JIMMIE C. RASPBERRY 

The “dean of the city council” and 
probably one of the longest serving pub- 
lic officials in Western Wayne County, 
Jimmie Raspberry has been an articu- 
late spokesman for the community since 
the late 1940s. He has served as township 
constable, uniform police officer, 
township trustee, has been a member of 
the City Council from 1970 until the pre- 
sent day. The span was broken briefly 
when he was defeated in 1973. 


“One of the crucial clallenges that will 

* face the next council, warned Raspber- 
ry, “will be the economy. How can we 
get the most out of the decreasing dollar 
— money will be a problem — for the 
people have become sick of paying 
taxes. 

‘ ‘And that means we will have to have 
strong. leadership in government — and 
people in government who have an ex- 
cellent sense of business and fiscal res- 
traint,” Raspberry said. 

A retiree from the Ford Motor Com- 

• pany. Raspberry has been the impetus 
behind creating senior citizen projects, 
recreation facilities and has been the 
watchdog over municipal spending. 

Raspberry has helped draft the pre- 
sent city charter and has been a mem- 
ber of a host of commissions during his 
long tenure in municipal government.

- Improvements Cantrell says he would 
implement include: accounts payable 
procedures, voter registration, issuing 
of business licenses, reducing insurance 
‘ costs, handling of cemetery records and 
_ record keeping. 

“As Romulus City Clerk, I will con- 
tinue to operate in the same efficient and 
professional manner as I have in the 
past as the city’s purchasing director. 

“I will provide the best possible ser- 
vice to all Romulus residents and will 
always be available to assist your 
needs,” Cantrell concluded 
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He is very much opposed to the prop- 
osed DetRo Sludge Plant and has 
opposed similar projects in the past be- 
cause : “We just don’t have the expertise 
to police this type of operation and con- 
sequently those companies can get 
away with almost anything.” 

EDWARD A. RUSH 

Although he had earlier withdrawn 
from the campaign, Ed Rush will 
very much determine the make-up of 
the next city council. His name will 
appear on the ballot and he is a proven 
voter-getter. If he finishes among the 
top seven, the 34-year-old councilman 
has two alternatives: 

Rush can accept the verdict of the vo- 
ters and become a member of council or 
he can accept the oath, then resign, and 
allow Council to fill the vacancy. 

Rush had withdrawn because of 
“family and business committments”, 
but his concerns about the direction the 
city is taking in a wide range of prog- 
rams has kept him politically active. 

“There are several crucial decisions 
this and the next council will have to 
make, namely, cable TV and the DetRo 
plant, that deserves all of our atten- 
tion,” Rush pointed out. “We must have 
qualified people in government to make 
these decisions. 

“And another major issue is what are 
the people receiving for their increased 
taxes they are paying. If we can t get the 
State Legislature to rescind PA 114 
(Public Act 114), the equal by class tax, 
then what will government do for the 
people with those tax dollars,” Rush 
added. 

A member of council since 1979, Rush 
has served on the Planning Commission 
and is a local businessman. He says 
“that he seeks no endorsements from 
persons or organizations — but states 
that “the only endorsement I desire is of 
the citizens I have served over the past 
two years.” 

FRED (JUNIOR) BLOCK 

One of the most familiar names and 
faces in Romulus is one of the 14 
nominees for seven city council seats on 
next Tuesday’s ballot. 

He’s Fred (Junior) Block, who has 
been a member of Romulus City Council 
ever since it became a city in 1970. He 
has been elected to five terms as a coun- 
cilman and is seeking re-election to his 
sixth term on Nov. 3. 

The 57-year-old Block, who is best 
known by the name Junior, has been a 
lifelong resident of Romulus and has 
seen many changes take place over the 
years. 

He has deep roots in the community. 
His ancestors settled here more than 100 
years ago. Junior and his wife, Lor- 
raine, live at 15099 Middlebelt Road and 
are the parents of five grown children. 

He has worked with his hands all his 
life, having been self-employed as a far- 
mer and in selling new and used farm 
machinery and construction equipment 
at Middlebelt and Eureka roads for the 
past 33 years. 

Block is familiar to most people in the 
city, participating in many community 
events and is particularly known for his 
portrayal of Santa Claus each Christ- 
mas for children’s and senior citizen 
parties. 

Active in church work, he is a long- 
time member of St. Paul’s United 
Church of Christ where he has served as 
deacon and trustee. He is a member of 
the Wayne County Fair Board and 
actively participates in the annual coun- 
ty 4-H fair in Van Buren Township. 

If elected. Block says he will continue 
to be an independent thinker and do 
what is best for all the citizens of 
Romulus. 

RICHARD A. YERAMIAN 

Councilman Richard K. Veramian is 
running for re-election in the Nov . 3 elec- 
tion because he likes to be a public ser- 
vaht. 

The 37-year-old father of three daugh- 
ters has been a Wayne County Sheriff 
Deputy for 10 years and is presently 
assigned to the Wayne County Jail 
Annex in Westland. 

“I have been a public servant all my 
life and feel that I know the wants and 
needs of the people in Romulus,” he 
said. “Living in and being assigned to 
Romulus as a Sheriff’s Deputy for 10 
years made me aware of numerous 
problems.” 

Yeramian says the City of Romulus is 
starting to move for the first time. “I 
know it’s not easy to see. It’s like the 
hands on a clock,” he said. 

“I believe the Romulus administra- 
tion is holding down taxes and wasteful 
spending. We need and are getting more 
industries. There is also a need for more 
senior citizens housing and to improve 
our schools and recreation opportuni- 
ties.” 

A 10-year resident of Romulus. Yera- 
mian graduated from Taylor Center 
High School and has attended Wayne 
County Community College He served 
as a police officer in Inkster in 1969 and 
in Romulus from 1969-71 before joining 


Wayne County Sheriffs Department in 
1971. 

He is active in functions with St.. 
Aloysius Church in Romulus, St. Sarkis 
Armenian Church, Romulus Rotary 
Club and is a member of the Romulus 
Democratic Club. 

Yeramian feels he is qualified be- 
cause of his training to treat people fair- . 
ly and have an open mind 

“I have been trained to act fair and 
have an open mind to the people s prob- 
lems.” he said. “Also, the valuable ex- 
perience gained by the two years in 
office as a councilman and serving on 
the Romulus Planning commission,” he 
said. 

Yeramian has been endorsed by Sher- 
iff’s Union Local 502, UAW CAP of the 
15th District, and Fraternal Order of 
Police. 

RAY ELWART 

Dr. Ray Elwart, a professional man in 
Romulus, is one of 14 nominees seeking 
election to City Council on the Nov. 3 
ballot. 

“I love the city of Romulus and want 
to get involved in my city government,” 
said the Doctor of Chiropractic who has 
lived here since 1951. 

Dr. Elwart and his wife. Mary, reside 
at 37511 Huron River Drive and are the 
parents of three grown children, all of 
whom have become doctors of chiropra- 
tic. They are Dr. Dan Elwart, Dr. Linda 
Atkinson and Dr. Cynthia Shaft. 

He attended Milan High School and 
Richmond High School before being in- 
ducted into the Army in 1944. He served 
with the army and anti-aircraft artillery 
before being honorably discharged in 
1947. He won numerous honors for brav- 
ery while serving in the army, including 
the Purple Heart, Combat Infantry 
Badge, Bronze Star, Silver Star, ETO 
Ribbon, Victory Ribbon and the Good 
Conduct Medal. 

Although this is Dr. Elwart ’s first run 
for public office, he has been active in 
numerous community organizations. 
These include Michigan Chiropractic 
Council; member of International Chir- 
opractic Assn,, past member of the 
board of directors of Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce ; a member of Romulus 
Central Business District; Downtown 
Development Assn.; Fourth degree 
Knight of Columbus and A Trustee for 
Wayne Community College. 

“As a business man and professional 
man and a s a councilman my desire is to 
continue to make the City of Romulus 
grow and to be a beautiful city,” he said. 

“I want to make favorable decisions 
and recommendations for us to live 
here, as well as our children if they de- 
cide to live in Romulus in the future.” 

Dr. Elwart says he has loved Romulus 
ever since he moved here in 1951 and can 
see growth and development in the city. 

He feels that there are three main 
issues in this campaign — taxes, 
beautify the city and see development.

1970-73. 

Brooker and his wife, Willie C., have 
two grown sons and reside at 1 1323 Grov- 
er Street. Edwards, 55. grew up in Mis- 
sippippi where he attended Choctaw 
County High School and Alcorn A & M 
College. He is employed by the Ford 
Motor Company where he works as a 
utility man for machine setup 

Edwards served in the United States 
Army from 1944-46 and is past master of 
St. John Lodge #44 He is currently the 
president of Romulus Civic League 

In response to a candidate’s question- 
naire from the Romulus Roman. Ed- 
wards made two brief comments. 

“From past experience as council- 
man, I would have some input in the 
progress of Romulus,” Edwards said.

Lnng Coleman, a 26-year resident of 
Romulus, is one of 14 candidates run- 
ning for the seven council positions on 
next week’s ballot 

“As a former Council member, 1 be- 
lieve that my experience and expertise 
should benefit my community.” he said 
“Especially after listening to the con- 
tinuing controversy brought about by 
our Wayne County Commissioners in 
particular reference to Sheriff Lucas 
and the Romulus situation. 

“One commissioner. Arthur M. Car- 
ter, is ill-informed regarding affairs of 
the City of Romulus and Wayne County 
Tax issues,” Coleman said. 

Coleman believes his service as a city 
councilman from 1972-75. plus his active 
participation in community affairs 
makes him conversant with city prob- 
lems and possible solutions.

Coleman, 40, lives at 6014 Colorado 
and is employed at Romulus Child Care 
Center as director of child care services . 
He graduated from Romulus High 
School and later attended Ferris State 
College, University of Detroit; Madon- 
na College and Oakland University. His 
degrees include an Associates in applied 
science; a BA in communication and 
education ; an early childhood specialist 
degree and an El and LD certified 
teaching fellowship. 

Coleman sees additional tax base and 
improved services to the public as the 
main issues facing the new city council. 

' The future of the city of Romulus and 
its ability to bring in additional tax base 
is a crucial issue,” he said. “We need to 
become more saleable to industry and to 
provide improved public services to the 
community. 

“Taxes should be incurred through 
millage provisions until such time as we 
can find better ways to support our 
school system. 

“Does the Airport contribute a fair 
share of subsidies to the city of Romu- 
lus? Or should they be assessed addi- 
tional financial supporUo the city?” 

Coleman promised to work hard to re- 
solve these and many other problems 
facing the residents of Romulus if he is 
elected to city council. 

BARRY BAUMANN 

Barry Baumann feels this is his year 
to be elected to Romulus City Council. 

The 30-year-old narrowly missed 
being elected in 1977 and 1979 by a hand- 
ful of votes. He finished sixth in the 
September Primary Election with 899 
votes. 

Baumann , who is single , and a lifelong 
resident of the city, says the town is at a 
standstill and needs positive leadership 
to get it moving forward. 

“As a lifelong resident of Romulus. I 
believe this town is stagnant,” he said. 
“One reason is the lack of leadership. I 
feel the present council members are 
far removed from the real problems in 
the community and cannot offer the in- 
sight needed for their solutions. Romu- 
lus needs a dynamic young coun- 
cilman.” 

Baumann attended St. Aloysius 
School in Romulus before attending St. 
Mary’s High School and St. Mary’s Col- 
lege in Orchard Lake, Muchigan. He has 
a BA degree from St. Mary’s College 
and studied two years for the priest- 
hood. 

While in college he was elected class 
president. 

A resident of 10939 S. Wayne Road, he 
works as an assembly inspector at 
General Motors Assembly Plant at Wil- 
low Run. He has been involved in sever- 
al community organuzations, including 
Romulus Jaycees, Romulus Athletic 
Club, Romulus Booster Club and Romu- 
lus South Little League, where he has 
been a manager 10 years. His teams 
have won the Little League title the past 
two years, going undefeated during both 
seasons. 

Baumann feels his lifetime residency 
in Romulus has given him insight into 
many of the problems facing the city. 

“Because I have been very active in 
the community. I know that I feel the 
pulse of the town I have been active in 
many governmental areas and, being a 
hometown boy, I know Romulus,” he 
said 

The major issues facing Romulus are 
taxes, commercial development, police 
protection. Metropolitan Airport and 
the Detro Sludge Plant, Baumann said 
“Taxes are the hottest issue today. 
People aren t asking, they are deman- 
ding some type of relief As a council 
person, we must hold the line on spend- 
ing. as well as raise hell with Lansing to 
get something going on a tax-cut prog- 
ram.” he explained 
“Commercial development is also an 
issue and it is time Romulus residents 
stop supporting Taylor. Wayne. West- 
land and Belleville and put money into 


our own community.” 

Baumann described most residents as 
being fairly comfortable with Romulus’ 
newly-formed police department and 
said he would support all efforts to make 
it the best in the state. 

As for the Airport, Baumann said, “I 
would propose a room tax on each room 
used daily in the area hotels. That would 
bring in extra revenue into the city and 
get government out of the pocketbook of 
our residents. Many major cities have 
such a tax, we should get our share 
now.” 

As concerning Detro Project, “The 
people throughout the city do not want to 
see such a development, I think it is in- 
cumbent on the council to honor these 
feelings of the residents. The plant is not 
in our best interest,” Baumann con- 
cluded 

Baumann said he is endorsed by 15th

JOHN B. LEWKOWICZ 

John B Lewkowicz, a former two- 
term treasurer of Romulus, is one of 14 
nominees for seven council seats in the 
Nov. 3 election. 

The 18-year resident of the city has 
been away from the political arena for 
four years and feels he can help Romu- 
lus grow and move forward. 

“I want to continue service to the city 
of Romulus and the citizens,” he re- 
sponded in answer to why he decided to 
seek a seat on city council. He is well- 
known for his service in community 
organizations and his stints in public 
service. 

Lewkowicz. 63, was Romulus Wafer 
and Sewer Commissioner from 1968-70 
and served elected two terms as City 
Treasurer from 1973-77. He has also 
been extremely active in a long list of 
community activities. 

These include past president and 
member of Romulus Kiwanis Club for 16 
years and member and usher at St. 
Aloysius Church for 18 years ; Knights of 
Columbus Notre Dame Council 3021; 
former treasurer, 15th District Demo- 
cratic Club; former scoutmaster, Boys 
Scouts of America Troop 782 for seven 
years; precinct delegate; World War Ii 
veteran, and a member of VFW Post 
9568 for 18 years. 

Prior to that, he served in World War I 
from 1943-46 with the 765th Field Artil- 
lery Battalion. 

He has also served as elected commit- 
teeman, Chairman and negotiator for 
UAW Local 174 for 25 years at Timken 
Division, Rockwell International. 

John and his wife, Pauline, reside at 
36723 Grant Street and are the parents of 
eight children. A graduate of Detroit 
Southwestern High School, Lewkowicz 
has taken special accounting and tax 
classes at Wayne Community School 
District, Ferris State College and Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

“I feel my extensive experience in 
serving in elected office and community 
affairs gives me qualifications to be a 
good city councilman,” Lewkowicz 
said. 

He said that he earned approximately 
one million dollars in interest for the 
City of Romulus on investments during 
his four years as treasurer. According to 
the former treasurer, he stopped special 
drain assessments against the citizens 
of Romulus that were being used for 
administration rather than for cleaning 
of the drains. 

“I also reorganized systems to save 
City of Romulus money and audits 
showed that all expenditures were prop- 
er. all funds accounted for and balanced 
by auditors of city records while I was in 
office,” Lewkowicz said 
His program includes planned prog- 
ress, economic development, reduction 
in taxes, protecting the equity of Romu- 
lus, job programs, police and fire pro- 
tection, and youth and senior citizen 
programs. 

He is endorsed by Wayne County 
UAW-CAP and 15th Congressional Dis- 
trict Democratic Party Region IE. 

TERRY L. TR0UTT 

One of the best known names in Romu- 
lus political circles is back after a four- 
year absence 

Terry L Troutt, who served as Romu- 
lus Township Supervisor from 1955-63, 
as state senator from 1966-68 and as 
Mayor of Romulus from 1973-75, is a 
nominee for city council on the Nov 3 
ballot He was defeated in his bid for 
re-election to the mayor s post in 1975 
and 1977 in close races. 

Troutt said he was back in politics 
because new leadership is needed on 
Romulus City Council ’’ He said he felt 
his past experience in government gave 
him the qualifications to be effective 
Presently self-employed in business 
management. Troutt, 61, resides at 
16325 Farnum and has lived in Romulus 
40 years He is a memberof VFW Post 


9568 and the Romulus Democratic Club 
Troutt served in the United States Navy 
during World War I 
The veteran politician said his main 
purpose in running for public office is to 
cut the fat from local government 
spending. 

“Due to excessively high taxes and 
the very high unemployment problem, it 
is necessary to cut all waste in our gov- 
ernment.” he said. 

Troutt has linked his campaign with 
that of Jack Trumble, another nominee 
for city council on Nov. 3 ballot. Cam- 
paign literature handed out asks voters 
to “Vote for Troutt and Trumble.” It 
also states: “Romulus again needs 
Troutt and his running mate Jack Trum- 
ble to provide leadership and progress, 
to generate forward movement on be- 
half of the people.” 

Troutt’s literature states that “he 
was honored in the Senate for greatest 
number of bills passed for the people, 
brought industry (GM and others) to 
Romulus, established record for ser- 
vices in Romulus without raising taxes 
and initiated the only major water, sew- 
er, and road programs in Romulus.” 

It continues: “Chairman, 16th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Orga- 
nization, director of People’s Commun- 
ity Hospital Authority, responsible for 
Kelsey Hayes locating in Romulus, com- 
pleted mayor’s term with surplus in city 
treasury, established record for ser- 
vices to people, fought for under- 
privileged and senior citizens and was 
one of the authors of the Romulus City 
Charter.” 

“There is much talk these days in 
Romulus about the lack of forward 
movement. Residents keep telling me 
that nothing has been constructively 
done for our city or people since I left 
Romulus. ” Troutt said.

Other- 
wise. what has been done for our city?

Noah (Pete) Bergeron feels his back- 
ground in financial planning can be a 
real asset if he is elected to Romulus 
City Council next Tuesday. 

The 32-year-old financial planner is a 
lifetime resident of Romulus and is one 
of 14 nominees running for the seven 
council seats. He and his wife, Marsha, 
are the parents of three boys , Pete , Mike 
and Bob. 

“In times of shrinking budgets and de- 
creasing revenues, I pledge to use local 
taxpayers dollars as carefully and wise- 
ly as possible,” he said. “I believe 1 
know the governmental process and I 
know I can work within the system and 
make it work for the citizens of 
Romulus.

Fact sheet 


Q. What is the ballot proposal appearing on the November 3. 1981 city election 7 

A. The Romulus Board of Education has placed a proposal on the ballot to sell 
bonds to eliminate the district’s accumulated $3 million operating deficit. Voter 
approval of the proposal will eliminate a 3 year deficit and bring the district out of 
debt. 

Q. How much will the proposal cost taxpayers? 

A. It will take approximately 2 mills beginning next year to pay the bonds. Every 
year after that, the required levy will decrease as city tax base increases. The net 
cost is about 50 cents per week for the average homeowner. 

Q. What is the duration of the Bond Issue? 

A. The bonds will be sold for eight (8) years. Taxes to pay them will not begin until 
next September (September of 1982) 

Q. What will happen if the Bond Issue doesn’t pass? 

A. Failure to pass the proposal (or to actually sell the bonds if they are approved) 
will mean more cuts in program and the probable closing of all schools sometime 
this winter. 

Q. Why are we in so much trouble? What happened? 

A. The district’s problems are caused basically by state revenue losses and 
decline of enrollment. The Romulus Board is seeking a solution to these problems 
through local control and initiative. 

Q. My taxes have been increasing. My bill goes up every year. How come this isn't 
enough money to run the schools? 

A. The state aid formula used in Michigan is the culprit here. As your local 
property values have increased, the state aid formula goes down exactly the same 
amount of money. This means that even if your house is assessed an additional 20 
percent none of that money comes to your school district because the state aid is 
reduced the same amount. 

Q. Are there any other communities in the state having this same problem? 

A. Yes. Many, and there will be more. Taylor. Pontiac, Lincoln Park, Van Buren. 
and many other districts were hurt by the state aid formula in the same way we are. 

Q. Won t the state help Romulus and these other districts by bailing them out? 

A. Absolutely not. The Romulus Board has spent a great deal of time in Lansing 
and it is obvious that the state officials have neither the ability nor the desire to “bail 
us out”. 


district’s accumulated debt and as ex- 
plained by Superintendent William Be- 
dell: "These funds cannot be used for 
salary increases or for any other pur- 
pose They can only go to retire the 
debt.” 

Bedell went on to explain that the cost 
for retiring the Bonds would be over an 
eight year period and would not begin 
until the next tax yesr, 1982. He offered 
the following explanation of what the 
cost would be to the average Romulus 
homeowner. 

“If your house is worth $40,000, it is on 
the tax rolls at $20,000 Next year w r e will 
levy approximately 2 mills x $20,000 or 
$40.00 a year to pay the Bonds. 

“If you make a fmaily income of 
$37,000 or less, you will get tax deduc- 
tions and rebates of at least 60% to 65%, 
which will make your net cost $16 to $14 a 
year This means that, depending on 
your household income, your weekly 
cost would range from 27c to 77c It will 
decrease each year if our local property 
value continues to grow as it has the last 
20 years,’’ Bedell noted 

Roger Cadaret, a citizen chairman of 
a committee helping to promote the 
Bonds, and Dan Bales. Trustee, leading 
a group of door-to-door volunteers, both 
report positive reactions to the prop- 
osal. 

“People want to keep their schools 
open and this is the best way for us to do 
it at this time”, Bales said. Cadaret re- 
ported that many young people from the 
High School have volunteered to also 
join in the effort. 

The legislation to permit bond sales 
passed the State Senate and is now going 
through the House. A hearing will be 
held in Lansing next Tuesday on the 
matter so Sandra Langley, Secretary of 
the Board of Education, reported that 
once the legislation is passed and if the 
voters approve it, the next hurdle is to 
find buyers for the Bonds. 

Most observers feel that the surge of 
positive acceptance of the proposal is 
being spurred by the closings of the 
Alpena and Taylor Schools.

Robots and other high-technology 
marvels — and ways of manufacturing 
them in Michigan — are the subject of 
the Michigan Mindpower Conference to 
be held at Michigan State University’s 
Kellogg Center on November 3, 1981 

Attending the conference will be uni- 
versity experts in a myriad of high tech- 
nology fields, representatives from 
business and labor and government offi- 
cials — all gathered to discuss how to 
convert technological expertise de- 
veloped on Michigan campuses into new- 
economic development and jobs for 
Michigan. 

In the past there’s been a lot of talk 
about diversifying Michigan’s economy 
to avoid riding the rollercoaster for- 
tunes of the automobile industry. 

While we need to expand and streng- 
then existing state industries such as 
agriculture, forestry, mining and tour- 
ism , we also need to look for new 4 ‘indus- 
tries of the future.” 

Such industries include the manufac- 
ture of plastics, computer hardware, 
electronic components, bio-medical 
equipment, industrial robots and 
machine tools. 

These industries are high technology 
industries, and one way to promote their 
growth in^lichigan is to improve com- 
munication between potential entrep- 
reneurs. industry, universities and gov- 
ernment. 

I believe this conference — which is a 
bipartisan effort by the Michigan 
Legislature — is the first step in estab- 
lishing a solid base for the development 
of high tC c ^nology industries in this 
state. 

The heart of the conference will be 10 
topic groups where new ideas will be 
generated and exchanged among people 
attending the conference. Each group 
will be led by an expert specializing in 
the topic from either the University of 
Michigan, Michigan State, Wayne State 
or Michigan Technological University.

• Robotics

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County sees $ 300 million as balanced budget 


The Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners this week is scheduled for its 
annual budget adoption, approving ex- 
penditures estimated less than $300 mil- 
lion. but most importantly the commis- 
sioners exphasize. it is a budget com- 
pletely balanced 

Recommended last week after a 
month of deliberation in their Ways 
and Means Committee, the Commis- 
sioners met to receive the budget and 
put it aside for the 72 hours required by 
state statute allowing for objections and 
changes 

Adoption of the budget . for spending in 
the 1981-82 fiscal year, is planned for the 
afternoon of Oct. 29 The county fiscal 
year begins on Dec 1 


Most likely, according toeounty admi- 
nistration. the budget will approximate 
$285 to $287 million 

The new budget eliminates a $20 mil- 
lion deficit, a problem that has plagued 
Wayne County since 1979 but which has 
not increased throughout that period 
said Board Chairman Samuel A Tur 
ner. “We’ve had a deficit but we've held 
it steady, and finally we’ve wiped it 
out.*’ he said 

“Surprises can always occur, but at 
the moment we don t foresee more de- 
ficits for the county Turner declared. 

In another interview. Commissioner 
Ervin A Steiner. Jr called the county 
“the best run government in the State “ 
Although the county has only limited 


taxing power, it is living within its re- 
venue,’’ he stated 

“The Board of Education (Detroit), 
with taxing powers, has a $35 million 
deficit The City of Detroit, with an in- 
come tax, admits to a $150 million de- 
ficit The State, with an income tax. 
admits to a $700 million deficit,’’ said 
Steiner 

In the budget, the Ways and Means 
Committee exceeded recommendations 
by the Board of Auditors, but still 
appropriated considerably less than 
amounts requested by department 
heads and agencies for other public ser- 
vices funded by the county 

Chief among increases over last year 
proposed by either the Auditors or the 


Board of Commissioners were court 
appropriations Most other services 
* were entirely denied or diminished con- 
siderably during the Ways and Means 
meetings. 

Probate Court, however, was granted 
almost $100,000. Juvenile Court over 
$700,000, and Recorder's Court $345,000 
including programs of the pre-sentence 
diversion unit 


Adult felony probation services re- 
ceived $23,000 but the largest court cost 
of all was $250,000 for additions and re- 
modeling to provide space for the new 
36th District Court 

As much as $20,000 was denied to other 
court programs, as was also the joint 
Detroit Wayne County Mental Health 
Services Board and almost $30,000 for 
the County Library Board 


Of all departments, the largest ex- 
pense requests were denied the County 
Clerk and Sheriff’s departments. The 
Clerk wanted but did not receive 
approval for more than $780,000, and the 
Sheriff s request for an additional $1.1 
million was disapproved 

Until final adoption, of course, all re- 
quests. denials and increases are tenta- 
tive and subject to amendments.

Wayne County needs 
that new charter 

Reform of Wayne County’s troubled and often directionless 
system of government is finally on the horizon in the form of 
Wayne County Charter Commission proposals on next Tues- 
day’s election ballot. 

Voters are asked to choose between an elected or appointed 
chief executive officer, who would have the authority to manage 
County business. We favor the election of such an officer since 
that official would answer to the electorate rather than the 
whims of a Board of Commissioners. 

In addition, we urge the passage of a number of reforms that 
would: reduce the number of County Commissioners from 27 to 
15; provide the executive with power to appoint and veto and 
give the Commission power to confirm and override; offer a 
provision whereby County expenses could not exceed County 
income, and establish a personnel system with merit safe- 
guards. 

It is our opinion that the election of a chief executive officer 
would relieve commissioners of their present administrative 
duties, thereby requiring a fewer number of commissioners. 
Installing a system of checks and balances between the officer 
and the commissioners seems a reasonable method of running 
an efficient, cost conscious government. 

We commend the commissioners for drafting these charter 
propositions and having them placed before an electorate that 
has been confused over the County’s sometimes chaotic hand- 
ling of its affairs. 

With approval for these reforms, notably the election of a chief 
executive officer and a reduction in the number of commission- 
ers, the County will take a major step towards correcting flaws 
in the present charter. 

The time for reforming the County charter is now.

Farmland ‘levy’

It used to be that everything was 
permissible if you were one of the 
lucky ones to reach the “golden 
years’’ and join the elite senior 
citizens club. 

Considering the alternative to 
growing old, it doesn’t despair most 
most of us to see a few more wrinkles. 
^ or grey hairs. But there are anxieties 
’ with each passing year. 

With a depressed economy, senior 
citizens are usually among the har- 
dest hit. On one hand they are oft 
sought after by the politicians be- 
cause seniors usually are the ones 
who will go to the polls and. ironical- 
ly, when budget cuts are made their 
programs are among the first to go. 

But the seniors in Westland want to 
put a stop to what they believe is an 
injustice caused by bureacratic gov- 
ernment who understandably must 
kowtow to Washington. In Westland, 
the once nationally-known program 
for seniors has become one that has 
fallen on hard times. 

The reason is a simple one from a 
budget of $250,000, seniors now are 
allocated $37,000 for citysponsored 
programs. 

“These cuts have forced reduc- 
tions in and elimination of many ser- 
vices which are vital to the well- 
being of many of our older citizens,’’ 
said David Wiacek, director of the 
Commission on Aging. 

Those cuts are not only felt in West- 
land, but the repercussions of 
Reagan's economics have hurt most 
surrounding areas and the state. 

But Westland seniors are fighting 
back. They have asked for and re- 
ceived permission from City Council 
to place on the Nov. 3 general elec- 
tion ballot a proposition which would 
amend the city charter so that the 
city would be able to levy an addition- 
al 33/100ths of one mill to be “used 
exclusively for providing activities 
and/or services to older persons, and 
to be levied each year for a period of 
10 years commencing on July 1, 
1982.” 

“In this manner then.” Wiacek 
stressed, “the seniors will have 
assured themselves of funds for 
financing their programs. With each 
election and with each administra- 
tion on the federal or any other level, 
seniors are always in jeopardy that 
the services they receive will not be 
funded.” 

Some of the vital programs include 
Meals on Wheels. Homemaker Prog- 
rams and help to the visually hand- 
icapped and disabled, among other 
things.

You can bet that the seniors will be 
out in force for this one. And there is 
no camouflaging of issues. If the 
proposal is approved, the programs 
for the seniors will be there; if not... 

“Let me say this, we are not going 
to beg anyone anymore,” Wiacek 
said. “We believe our seniors de- 
serve and earn more than we can 
ever give them”

.egislators know how to spend your tax dollars

It’s that time of the year again for our 
ederal bureaucrats — the end of the 
seal year — and that means another 
sending spree But unlike the Christ- 
las gift buying spree most of us go 
trough each year, the bureaucrats do 
ot use their own money. 

When bureaucrats go on a spree, they 
o it with venegeance. In the last two 
lonths of FY 1979. the Department of 
lousing and Urban Development obli- 
gated 47 2 percent of its annual budget 
n those same two months, the Environ- 


mental Protection Agency spent 41 7 
percent of its budget, the Department of 
Commerce spent 30 03 percent, and the 
Department of the Interior spent 23.1 
percent 

In its study spending for FY 1977. 
the General Accounting Office disco- 
vered that nearly 60 percent of the over- 
all budget for supplies and materials, 
across the federal government, was 
spent in the last month of the fiscal year 
Also. 50 percent of the annual obliga- 
tions for grants, subsidies, and contribu 
tions were made in the final quarter. 


with almost 35 percent of the year ’s total 
occurring in the final month 
The GAO determined that year-end 
spending sprees are accompanied by: 

— the funding of low-priority projects, 
including those that failed to meet cost- 
benefit criteria during the initial budget 
review process; 

— drawing up wish lists'' of products 
and services, massive stockpiling, and 
dumping of furniture and equipment. 

—funding of contracts months ahead 
of actual need and . in some cases . before 
a contractor has ever been selected; 


—prerecording future obligations, 
suggesting a fictitiously high level of 
program activity; 

Even if one considers the possibility of 
federal agencies holding out until the 
last possible moment to buy the sorely- 
needed paperclips, this still indicates 
just how over-funded federal agencies 
are. 

All of these and more are described in 
detail in the National Tax Limitation 
Committee’s 254-page book, “Meeting 
America’s Economic Crisis A Road 
Map to Emergency Federal Spending 


Reductions” < $6 95 Caroline House) 

In 1980, then Congressman Herbert

bureaucratic waste under control

On the last business day of FY 1979. the 
Department of the Interior awarded a 
$145,000 consulting contract for a prog- 
ram to help it avoid year-end spending 
sprees 1

The Committee is a citizens' group 
formed to promote passage of the 
School Bond Proposal on your 
November 3 ballot .which will pay off 
our past accumulated debt so that 
our schools can continue to operate 
and give our children the education 
they deserve and need . 

The bond money will pay off the 
huge debt that accumulated over the 
last three years caused by the eco- 
nomy, inflation, reduction in State 
aid and Federal funds Failure to 
pass ttae Bond Proposal will result in 
the closing of all schools in Novem- 
ber for an indefinite period of time. 

The School Board has closed 
schools, adjusted bus runs, laid off 
teachers, administrators, other per- 
sonnel, 4 and cut spending in an effort 
to balance expenditures and income. 
The Board is succeeding in this area, 
but still must eliminate the $3 million 
debt before our school district will be 
financially sound. The money can 
only be used to pay debt; no other 
purpose such as salary increases, 
etc. - 

Many people feel that the State will 
help Romulus and other school -dis- 
tricts in the same trouble as we. but it 
just isjiot true The State will not bail 
us out. ‘We must do it ourselves, and 
that Is exactly what we are trying to 
do with the Bond Issue. 

Th^Cost will be less than 50 cents a 
week beginning next year. For such a 
low price, we just cannot risk our 
children’s educational needs, our ci- 
ty’s image, and our property values.

The chairs are real wood and just 
the right size and freshly painted in a 
color that blends nicely with our 
kitchen They are just what I was 
looking for, and I would have gladly 
paid twice the price or more if that 
was what the dealer had been asking. 

But the real selling point was that 
they w£re almost exactly like the 
chairs in the kitchen of the house my 
family lived in when I started kinder- 
garten r/rhere were instant happy 
memories associated with those 
chairs. 

Nostalgia, if you will. (Dictionary 
definition of “nostalgia”: a longing 
for things, persons, or situations that 
are not present.) 

Too bad the dealer in question 
didn’t know about the kitchen in the 
house l lived in when I started kinder- 
garten. Flea market dealers are big 
on nostalgia. Nostalgia pays They 
know' that half the people who re- 
quent flea markets come there be- 
cause they want to be around the 
things their grandmothers used to 
have. 

“My grandmother used to have one 


of those" is a phrase heard over and 
over again in flea markets. It can be 
taken two ways: If it is said with a 
sneer, the dealer turns to other cus- 
tomers. knowing that the speaker 
never thought it was worth much, 
even in grandmother’s possession. 

If, however, that same statement 
is uttered in tones reverential, the 
dealer suspects he may have some- 
thing here. He immediately reminds 
the buyer (she is a potential buyer 
now) of the past tense, “used to 
have”. 

He also reminds the buyer that 
these particular widgets are becom- 
ing increasingly scarce. He (the 
dealer) had a devil of a time finding 
even this one. He may never find one 
again 

This would cost you a fortune any 
place else,” and “I thought about 
keeping it myself” are two phrases 
heard most often from the dealer’s 
side of the tables If you are new at 
this, you are apt to carry around — 
along with your packages — a lot of 
guilt until you realize tha it’s all part 
of the game.

and all its phases. He should be re- 
sponsible to the Mayor and Council 
A new charter should spell out how' 
his responsibilities are to be carried 
out. 

Following are some questions and 
answers which may arise w^hich are 
correct only in my opinion and sub- 
ject to provision in the new charter. 

What happens to the Mayor and 
Council?

Support urged 
for bond issue 

EDITOR — During my 28 year te- 
nure as a member of the Board of 
Education. I was priviliged to share 
in the development of the fine prog- 
rams offered over the years by the 
Romulus Community Schools. The 
active support of the people of Romu- 
lus has permitted the staff to give our 
children an adequate education, 
especially vocational training, to ei* 
able them to pursue further educa- 
tion and become independent, self- 
supporting adults. 

I am distressed that these prog- 
rams might become unavailable to 
students through lack of funds. A sa 
result of continued stste revenue de- 
creases for two years, the Gov- 
ernor’s latest reduction on October 22 
of an additional $50,000, the cutbacks 
in federal participation, and declin- 
ing enrollment, Romulus finds itself 
facing this predciament. 

The State Aid formula does not 
help, wither. As your local property 
value increases, the formula goes 
down by exaclty the same amount of 
maney. This means that, even if your 
house is assessed an additional 
amount . none of that money comes to 
your school district because State 
Aid is reduced by the same amount. 

Your Board of Education and Su- 
perintendent William Bedell have 
availed themselves of a law passed 
by the Legislature many years ago to 
help the Detroit Public Schools, but 
not used since then. That law has per- 
mitted the Romulus Board of Educa- 
tion to place a proposal on the 
November 3 ballot to sell bonds to 
eliminate the distrcit’s accumulated 
$3 million operating deficit. Voter 
approval of the proposal ‘Will clear 
aw'ay a three-year deficit, bringing 
the district out of debt, and enabling 
it to start with a clean slate. 

The cost to taxpayers will be 
approximately tw'o mills, beginning 
in September. 1982 (next year's 
taxes) , and the required levy will de- 
crease as the city tax base increases 
The net cost is about 50 cents per 
week for the average homeowner 
The bonds will have eight years’ life 

This letter is a plea, not only to the 
citizens of Romulus, but to all public 
officials and candidates for public 
office as well, to unite in the move- 
ment for adequate funds to continue 
for the children of this city and. in- 
deed, for all people of the commun- 
ity, the benefits only a well-rounded 
education can provide Remember — 
our children are the most precious 
assets we have ’

In its simplist definition, diabetes is a 
disease which prevents the body from 
producting sufficient insulin in order to 
convert the sugars and starches we eat 
in to energy necessary for normal body 
functions 

Common symptoms of diabetes in- 
clude frequent urination, abnormal 
thirst, rapid weight loss, extreme hun- 
ger, itching, general weakness, blurred 
vision and slow-healing infections. 

While diabetes can occur at any age. 
prime candidates are those who are 
over 40 years of age . overweight . a blood 
relative of a diabetic or women who 
have given birth to a baby weighing 
more than nine pounds. 

The American Diabetes Association, 
however, warns that some diabetics, 
especially those who are middle-aged or 
older, may experience none of these 
signs Symptoms usually attributable to 
aging — such as that run-down feel- 
ing” — may. in fact, indicate diabetes. 

There are an estimated 10 million di- 
abetics in the United States, while an 
extimated 200,000 persons in Michigan 
have diabetes and don’t know' it. 

Diabetes also is the leading cause of 
new r blindness and a major factor in 
heart disease, circulatory problems and 
kidney disorders.

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Program offers area nurses 
chance to update skills 


Nurses, who have not actively participated in their 
profession for many years, are now having an oppor- 
tunity to update their skills and knowledge because of 
a program currently underway at Oakwood Hospital 
in Dearborn 

The Department of Quality Assurance, one of six 
departments within Oakwoods Division of Nursing, is 
conducting a refresher program for nurses It began 
Monday, Oct. 19. and continues for eight weeks. 

“I thought the program was an opportunity to im- 
prove the nursing shortage by giving those who have 
been out of nursing an opportunity to get back in,” said 
Loretta Lee. assistant vice president for nursing 

At the same time. Mrs. Lee, who initially developed 
the plan, said a similar program is not offered by 
many institutions, while stressing the service it pro- 
vides to the community. 

A major focus is on changes in hospitals and 
methods of care, with many of the 14 participants in 
Oakwood s program having been out of nursing from 
four to 25 years. 


They participate four days a week, Monday through 
Thursday, from 9 a m - 2:30 p.m Two days are de- 
voted to classroom training and two days to clinical 
experience, w'ith attention being devoted to updating 
skills in the medical and surgical areas. 

Many of the participants stopped working when 
their children were born and left the profession to 
devote time to raising their families, said Catherine 
Bradbury, clinical director, quality assurance and 
nursing education 

Now', with their children raised and more indepen- 
dent. they w r ant to become active again because nurs- 
ing is their chosen profession, she said

STEVE MARTIN 
“The Steve Martin Brothers’* 

(Warner Brothers) 

There are a few different ways to review comedy 
albums. One can delve into the social significance of the 
piece, critically analyzing its every word, and one can 
also be very shallow about the affair, simply stating 
that, yes, it is funny, or no, I’ll never play it again. 

I have chosen still another way of reviewing this 
album, one which requires quite a lot of quoting from 
bits. This is also known as the “easy way”. 

Truthfully. Steve Martin's fourth LP isn’t entirely a 
comedy outing, as one side of it is strictly musical, 
showing off Martin s admirable ability on the banjo. 
While this is enjoyable. I don't think many of his fans 
would prefer this to more comedy material, but maybe 
that’s the point — not enough material. But no matter, 
because what is here is primo Martin, guaranteed to 
bust a gut. 

Take for instance, Steve s patriotic statement, “What 
I Believe”: “What I believe...! believe in rainbows and 


puppy dogs and fairy tales. And I believe in the family, 
Mom and Dad and Grandma. ..and uncle Todd who 
waves his — . And I believe in 8 of the 10 command- 
ments. I believe that sex is one of the most beautiful, 
wholesome, and natural things . . . that money can buy. 
And I believe women should be placed on pedestals . . 
high enough so that you can see up her dress. . .** 

Martin’s tone throughout the routine is extremely 
somber, which adds much to the overall effect of hilar- 
ity. That was off of the first half of side one. which was 
recorded in Vegas , and a totally obscene * The Real Me ’ ’ 
leads off the second half, which was recorded on Mar- 
tin’s home turf at the Comedy Store in Hollywood. 

No doubt about it . Steve s act is more risque in front of 
small crowds, and the intimacy lends itself to the occa- 
sion well Take the ‘ Love God ” bit, which is just a short 
shuffle from his famous “Wild and craaazzzyyy 
guyyyy” routine. 

“The Steve Martin Brothers’ may not be an apt 
Christmas present for your young children (unless, of 
course, they ’re CRAZY about banjo music) , but for the 
older fan at your house (like yourself) , it’s a worthwhile 
buy. As Steve would say, “Hey, this guy’s goooood!”

House Bill would discourage 
youth from smoking ‘pot’ 


There have been efforts to discourage 
young people from smoking, and parti- 
cularly from smoking marijuana 

A bill recently approved by the State 
House of Representatives would use the 
law to attempt to discourage both 
habits. 

It would make it illegal for minors to 
buy either cigarettes and other tobacco 
products or smoking accessories such 
as cigarette holders, cigarette papers, 
smoking pipes or water pipes which can 
be used with marijuana. 

The bill would require storeowners to 
post notices saying that persons under 
18 years of age are prohibited from 
buying such items. They would be re- 
quired to ask for identification of any 
customer suspected to be under 18 

The bill would make it unlawful for 
minors to smoke in public or on any pri- 
vate property open to the public. 

Violations could be punishable by a 
civil fine of as much as $500. 

The bill is in the Senate. 

There has been increasing concern by 
lawmakers across the country in recent 
years over the availability of smoking 
accessories for use with marijuana and 
other drugs. They tend to glamourize 
the use of drugs, and are often aimed at 
young people 


There are actually on the market such 
items as frisbees with built-in pot smok- 
er's pipes. ‘Space Ship Enterprise ' 
roach clips, and comic strip character 
stash holders, all obviously geared to 
young people. 

The legal sale of these types of acces- 
sories is hard to explain, especially to 
youth. While marijuana, cocaine and 
other controlled substances are illegal 
to use. implements designed for their 
use are legal to sell. 

In Michigan, as elsewhere, the prob- 
lem of drug use among young people is 
widespread, particularly the use of 
marijuana. A recent survey in a high 
school in one Michigan city showed that 
two-thirds of the students had tried 
marijuana. Twenty-five percent admit- 
ted to smoking it at least weekly and 43 
percent said they started in junior high 
school. 

The problem is not limited to urban 
areas A survey conducted in two large- 
ly-rural areas in Michigan showed that 
nearly half of the junior and senior high 
school students had used marijuana 

A number of other states have tried to 
ban the sale of smoking accessories that 
can be used with drugs. The courts have 
ruled those laws unconstitutional, 
generally based on the fact that they 


were vague, failed to give notice of what 
is prohibited, and failed to provide suffi- 
cient guidelines to prevent arbitrary 
and selective enforcement 

The bill passed by the House avoids 
these constitutional difficulties. First of 
all. it applies only to minors, and falls 
within the State s constitutional powers 
to guard the health, safety and welfare 
of children in a more protective manner 
than it does those of adults. 

Secondly, the bill prohibits the sale of 
all smoking accessories to minors 
Thus, there is no need to distinguish be- 
tween smoking accessories intended for 
use for legal purposes and those in- 
tended to be used for illegal purposes 


Wayne County is not liable for any of 
the attorney fees in suits against the 
Board of Commissioners resulting from 
dispute with Sheriff William Lucas, the 
deputies union and communities in- 
volved over dismissed road patrol 
services, according to an order issued 
by visiting Circuit Court Judge Harvey 
W Moes late last week 

In an order relating to eight separate 
but related cases that his judgment con- 
solidated, Moes ruled that the County is 
not bound with court costs or attorney 
fees 

Earlier attorney Dennis Nystrom 
predicted that his fee might exceed 
$250,000 for defending the Sheriff.and 
county officials have been worried since 
February over possible court costs 
accumulating from suits and appeals 
since then when the road patrol was offi- 
cially abolished 

Said Board Chairman Samuel A Tur- 
ner. ‘ The Judge's decision is very clear, 
so we hope that further litigation in this 
situation will soon end We recognize 
everyone’s right to appeal, but we hope 
the situation will stop because of the 
county budget position. ” he continued: 
ueded 

Hopefully, this decision will stop the 
practice of other elected county officials 
being so hasty to sue the Board over 
their budget perogratives which they 
are singularly authorized to undertake 
The Board last year took the policy posi- 
tion that it could not continue funding 
the road patrol, and the court has sus- 
tained that position I hope that ends it . 
Turner added 

Regardless of who wins disputes of 
this nature, it is the taxpayer who must 
eventually bear the cost I sincerely 
hope that this action will generate some 
restrictions on other public officials 
rushing to sue the Board with repre- 
sentation of legal council hired from out- 
side.” 

The County is now about to adopt its 
1981-82 budget, approximating $285 to 
$287 million, which does not include 
appropriations for these type attorney 
fees. 

In other action the planned layoff of 
some 700 Wayne County employees was 
averted Thursday when County Com- 
missioners approved a compromise 
agreement with Michigan AFSCME 
Council 25 and its affiliated locals that 
calls for deferment of a $4.5 million 
COLA payment due this November. 

Other county employees including ex- 


empt and elected officials will also find 
themselves short of Christmas money 
as the result of Thursday 's budget ses- 
sion 

If these other employees and elected 
officials want to sue. let them sue. 
Chairman of the Board Samuel A Tur- 
ner told the Ways and Means Com 
mittee 

“We don't have the money at this 
time, and we re not going to negotiate 
over something we don t have If the un 
ions have agreed to go along until Febru 
ary 5th, 1982, I see no reason why the 
elected officials and exempt workers 
can't make the same sacrifice .” 

Union rank and file ratified the con 
tract September 9th following a month 
of feverish negotiating between county 
and union representatives attempting to 
work out a compromise before the ex- 
piration of a temporary restraining 


order issued by Circuit Court Judge Tho- 
mas Roumell 

Council 25 obtained the court order to 
stop layoffs scheduled to take effect last 
July, pending outcome of contract talks. 

The County’s General Government 
Committee, chaired by Commissioner 
Paul G Citkowski. gave its stamp of 
approval last week and sent it on to the 
budget session for final action 

Union negotiators originally sought a 
$1 50 per hour roll-in of COLA . but even- 
tually agreed to the 50 cents when coun- 
ty representatives refused to budge . The 
roll-in. to be taken from COLA which 
reached $2.33 this past quarter, is to be 
included in the first paycheck after 
February 1 , 1982 

Although saving the County $4.5 mil- 
lion in payments this November, it will 
cost the County an additional $744,700 
for the union contract and $547,000 for 
the exempt and elected officials.

There were tears of joy for the win- 
ners and their parents, who saw a team 
that nobody gave much chance to do 
anything complete their league sche- 
dule at 5-1 and a share of the crown with 
North Farmington 

With the celebration behind them. 
Coach Gordon and the Rockets must 
now get back to the business of prepar- 
ing for their last two non league match- 
ups against Livonia Stevenson this week 
and the finale against arch-rival Wayne 
Memorial. 

At stake for the Rockets is a possible 
8-1 season and a •‘miracle bid" for the 
Michigan State High School Association 
past-season play offs. 

This year’s John Glenn team won the 
East contest in their typical fashion with 


an explosive big play offense led by 
quarterback Rick Wilson and a tena- 
cious defense which once again bent a 
little but refused to break 

Wilson, who must now be considered 
as one of the top high school quarter- 
backs in the state, was the key in this 
victory 

After spotting East a 31-yard field 
goal at 5:35 of the first quarter, the 
Rockets began to move 

First it was Todd Jennings who 
evened the scoring with a 20 yard field 
goal of his own at 9:35 of the second 
quarter. And then following a Mike Dest 
interception, one of two for him on the 
evening. Wilson fooled the East defense 
with a beautiful fake, rolled out and hit 
Amado Varona with a 58-yard strike to 


the end zone to put the Rockets up with 
7:70 remaining in the half Jennings’ ex-

Faust says ‘Milliken Plan’ 

/ 

retreats from economic reality 


Stating their disappointment that Governor Mil- 
liken is retreating from his comprehensive economic 
development plan . State Senator Doug Ross ( D-South- 
field) and Senate Majority Leader William Faust (D- 
Westland ) announced their determination to complete 
work on their Ten-Point Economic Development Plan 
by the end of the year. 

‘While others have been making speeches about 
improving Michigan's job climate, we’ve been de- 
veloping, drafting, and voting on concrete measures 
that will make something happen now-not in 1983 or 
1984,” Faust stated, “and we’ve made substantial 
progress.” 

The Senators stated that they strongly disagreed 
with the Governor’s decision to postpone the effect of 
most of his program for over 12 months.” The Sena- 
tors explained that “Michigan’s terrible jobless rate 
simply won’t permit such a delay.” 

Elements of the plan already passed in the Senate 
include: SB 240 (Small Business Tax Relief), SB 360 
(removes workers comp and unemployment comp 
from the Single Business Tax base), SB 323 (paper- 
work sunset act), and SB 239 (urban land assembly 
fund). Senator Faust explained that the Senate has 
passed many of the bills in the package, both the 
House and Senate are considering other proposals en- 
compassed in this package and still other elements 
are ready for introduction or administrative imple- 
mentation. 

“In other words, since last June when we introduced 
this package, we've taken the lead and gotten down to
